Suspect held in Flagg's theft

A $47,500 settlement has been 
reached in the 1975 lawsuit in¬ 
volving nine former city em¬ 
ployees who sued the city 
claiming they were denied 
compensation for overtime 
worked before they were dis¬ 
missed from their positions. 

The suit, entered in Wayne 
County Circuit Court in 1976, 
alleged that Edmund Bizek, 
Barry Baumann, Lorraine 
Kubiak, Carole Bales, James 
Radford, John Chihan, James 
Darnell, Chuck Lethemon, 
Daniel Lambert, George Hart- 
grove and Robert Plank were 
denied payment for unused 
compensation time when they 
were fired in 1975. 

Darnell, a former ordinance 
officer, has since died and 
Lethemon, who worked in the 
Building Department, has been 
dropped from the suit. 

The monetary award means 
that the employees will receive 
differing amounts of accumu¬ 
lated compensation pay, plus 
interest, for overtime worked 
prior to their termination. 

The lawsuit asked for reim¬ 
bursement of $595.08 for Bizek, 
$521.63 for Baumann, $802.80 
for Kubiak, $2,075.64 for Bales, 
$4,447.14 for Radford, $1,955.34 
for Chihan, $2,222.64 for Lam¬ 
bert, $270.65 for Hartgrove and 
$3,218.33 for Plank. 

The city council last week in¬ 
structed the treasurer to pre¬ 
pare a check payable to aU the 
plaintiffs, including interest 
accumulated during the last 10 
years. 

An additional claim, calling 
for their reinstatement with 
fun backpay, was not granted, 
according to the city’s attor¬ 
ney, Peter O’Rourke, saving 
the city at least $900,000. 

The former employees were 
fired from their various posi¬ 
tions in city hall when Mayor 
Terry Trout lost his bid for 
mayor and the new city admi¬ 
nistrator, Jimmy Stewart, took 


office. 

The positions were consi¬ 
dered political appointments, 
according to observers and the 
ensuing suit led city officials to 
caU the case a “question of poli- 
tical alliances” when two 
camps, one urging payment of 
the suit and the other opposing 
reimbursment, emerged dur¬ 
ing the last 10 years. 

“It was a matter of political 
aUies on the part of those who 
testified in favor of the plain¬ 
tiffs,’’ suggested O’Rourke. 

Fieger labeled the proceed¬ 
ings a “political game”. 

Stewart had dismissed the 
employees, all department 
heads, before any had submit¬ 
ted letters of resignation, as 
mandated by the city charter 
when a new mayor takes office. 

“I regret the misuse of power 
that brought the situation into 
being,” Mayor Beverly McA¬ 
nally said recently. “I regret, 
too, that the city council did not 
recognize the potential for 
harm to the city by continuing 
to resist satisfying the claims 
for a minimal cost.” 

McAnally was a council 
member at the time the suit 
was filed. 

She testified in 34th District 
Court last week that the city’s 
policy was to pay employees 
for unused compensation time. 

“The eventual cost to the city 
would have been much higher 
had it not been for the mayor’s 
testimony,” admitted 
Jeff Fieger, the attorney for 
the employees. “Had it not 
been for the city council mem¬ 
bers who carried on for the last 
10 years, it would have been 
settled much sooner. I think 
settlement was based solely on 
her intervention.” 

The city policy during 
Trout’s term allowed non¬ 
union employees to accumu¬ 
late overtime for hours worked 
in excess of 48 per week. 

Employees were allowed to 
keep a record of their overtime 
hours and were subsequently 
offered reimbursement via 


“comp” time, or time off, cor¬ 
responding to the additional 
hours worked. 

The city’s position at the time 
was that their was no actual 
policy regarding compensation 
time with respect to paying em¬ 
ployees who left the employe- 
ment of the city. 

The city, in a motion by then- 
council member William Oak¬ 
ley and supported by Jimmie 
Raspberry in February 1976, 
amended the language of the 
ambiguious comp time policy 
by calling for salaried em¬ 
ployees to receive “only that 
compensation which is estab¬ 
lished in budget appropriations 
fixed by city council.” 

Compensation was to be in 
full for all official service in 
lieu of fees. 

According to Marilyn Rad¬ 
ford, the city’s personnel direc¬ 
tor, there is no longer allowed 
accumulated compensation 
time. Non-union employees 
who work in excess of 40 hours 
per week are given the time off 
in compensation immediately. 

This differs from the former 
policy, she said, in that “build¬ 
ing up” comp time for use as a 
mini-vacation, for example, is 
no longer provided. 

The recent settlement, 
according to both attorneys, 
does not create a precedent for 
other such compensation 
claims. 

“This should not happen 
again because the question of 
compensation has been so 
clearly defined,” O’Rourke 
said. “They are not now faced 
with that question of liability.” 

McAnally said payment will 
come out of a fund set up to 
satisfy claims against the city. 

“If it had been up to me, I 
would have settled this in 1975 
when I was a council member, 
she added. “Not only has this 
led to considerable hard feel¬ 
ings for the city but the expense 
of (retaining) Mr. O’Rourke has 
been great.”

A preliminary examination 
is scheduled for today (Wednes¬ 
day) in 34th District Court for 
the suspect in the robbery of a 
Romulus restaurant on Mid- 
dlebelt and Wick roads. 

Darrell Eugene Nesbitt, 30, a 
Detroit resident, was 
arraigned Nov. 12 on charges of 
armed robbery and felony 
firearm for the Nov. 11 hold-up 
of Flagg’s, a local eatery. 

Nesbitt was held in Wayne 
County Jail pending today’s 
preliminary. Bond was set at 
$25,000 cash. 

According to police reports, 
two male suspects wearing ski 
masks and armed with hand¬ 
guns entered the restaurant 
and demanded that the wai¬ 
tress open the cash register. 

An undisclosed amount of 
money was extracted, police 


said. 

At least five people witnes¬ 
sed the incident, which occur¬ 
red at approximately 1;20 a.m. 

The suspects escaped in a 
black Oldsmobile reported 
stolen from Inskter. Their 
escape was then traced by pat¬ 
rol officers who intercepted a 
radio call of the vehicle head¬ 
ing north on Middlebelt Road. 

Officers then pursued the 
suspects in a 3-mile chase that 
ended on Beverly and Central 
roads. 

Police said that the suspects 
exited the car and ran in diffe¬ 
rent directions to avoid cap¬ 
ture. 

Nesbitt was apprenhended 
and arrested after a brief chase 
through Metro Mobile Trailer 
Court off Van Born Road in 
Romulus. 

The cash drawer allegedly 
stolen from Flagg’s was found 
in the vehicle, police said. 


Police are attributing the ac- 
quistion of evidense to that of a 
citizen who located a jacket 
allegedly belonging to one of 
the suspects in her backyard. 

A handgun apparently used 
in the crime was later found by 
an officer investigating the 
area. 

Officer John Hlinak, who en¬ 
tered in the chase of the sus¬ 
pects, later returned to the 
scene and located a garden plot 
exhibiting a footprint. The 
plaster cast made by Hlinak 
will help determine the size 
shoe of one of the suspects, 
police said. 

One suspect still eludes cap¬ 
ture, police said. They have de¬ 
scribed him as a black.male in 
his early 20s, approximately 
5’8”- 5’10” and 150-170 pounds.

Westland youth faces charge 


Pilot’s identity confirmed 
in Metro airplane crash

Metro airport sheriffs have 
identified the pilot of the twin 
engine Cessna that crashed in a 
grassy southeast section of the 
airport Nov. 12 as that of Philip 
K. WeUer. 



Weller, 29, of Middletown 
Township, New Jersey, was 
transporting financial news¬ 
papers enroute from Phi¬ 
ladelphia when his plane 
crashed just 1000 feet short of 
runway 3R, investigatiors said. 

Robert Benzon, a safety in¬ 
vestigator for the National 
Transportation Safety Board, 
said that the crash was “prob¬ 
ably” due to the pilot having 
misread his instrument land¬ 
ing devices while attempting to 
land in dense fog. 


An instrument landing 
approach is used when a visual 
landing is not possible. 

According to investigators, 
the aircraft hit a berm, a small 
hill usually surrounding a 
ditch. Rescuers said the air¬ 
craft could not be observed 
from Eureka Road because it 
was hidden from view by the 
berm. 

Plane fragments disinte¬ 
grated into a long irrigation 
ditch, which further hid the 
plane from view. 

According to the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment, W^ler had made a 
stop in New Jersey and was 
destined to Chicago’s O’Hare 
Airport when Metro radar tow¬ 
ers lost sight of his plane at 
approximately 2:18 a.m. 

'The plane wreck was not dis¬ 
covered until 8 a.m. because 
of the heavy fog that had set¬ 
tled over the airport, officials 
reported. 

There was no report of fires 
or explosions, said Nancy 
Mouradian, from the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s public rela¬ 
tions office. The flames or 
sound of explosions might have 
alerted rescuers earlier, she 
said. 

A Wayne County Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s report has yet to be re¬ 
leased with information as to 
whether WeUer was kiUed upon 
impact or survived the initial 
crash. 


The Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department at the airport has 
closed its investigation of the inci¬ 
dent.

A Westland juvenile is being 
held in the Wayne County 
Youth Home pending a trial 
date for the Nov. 14 armed rob¬ 
bery attempt at a Total Gas 
Station in Romulus. 

Police Monday confirmed 


that a 14-year-old, whose name 
was withheld due to his age, 
was charged with armed rob¬ 
bery in the theft of an undis¬ 
closed amount of money at the 
gas station located on Wayne 
and Ecorse roads. 

Police were called to the 
scene by an attendant, who de¬ 
scribed the suspect as a black 
male, 5 feet taU and apparent¬ 
ly a juvenile. 

She told poUce the youth en¬ 
tered the station with a sawed-off 
shotgun and demanded money 
from the cash register. 

Dispatchers radioed patrol 
cars of the fleeing suspect and 
Officer Tim O’Neil spotted the 
youth running across Wayne- 
corse Road. 

According to police reports, 
a shotgun feU from a duffle bag 
he was carrying as he fled. 

He was immediately 
apprehended and money found 
on him was suspected as that 


allegedly stolen in the hold-up. 

Information about the youth 
is incomplete. Wayne County 
Youth officials refused to com¬ 
ment about the arraignment or 
the pending preliminary hear¬ 
ing, saying that the informa¬ 
tion was “confidential”. 

Romulus police admit that 
the idea of a 14-year-old com¬ 
mitting a robbery is “unusual 
but not the first time” an inci¬ 
dent like the gas station theft 
has occurred. 

“But I’ll say it’s unusual 
when the suspect uses a real 
gun,” said Officer Mike 
Ondejko. 

Insp. Ken Krause said Tues¬ 
day that the department is 
awaiting instructions from 
juvenile authorities to proceed 
with the case. 

If the case is sent to trial, the 
youth could potentially be sent¬ 
enced to a youth incarceration 
facility if found guilty.

Raspberry exits political arena but leaves his legacy

It’s not that he was defeated 
this time around. It’s not, either, 
that he lost interest. Nor was it 
because the political heat was 
too hot. 

. No, when Councilman Jim¬ 
mie Raspberry chose not to run 
for the office of city council dur¬ 
ing this past General Election, 
his reasons were more simplis¬ 
tic than any with which a politic¬ 
al opponent could reckon. 

After almost three decades in 
public service. Raspberry opted 
out of this race, but not before he 
held himself up to public scru¬ 
tiny and came out ahead and not 
before he established a legacy 
of good, honest politicking with 
the likes of Rep. William Ford, 
Sen. William Faust and Rep. 
Edward Mahalek, all col¬ 
leagues during the same politic¬ 
al period. 

So it was with remorse, not 
relief, that he made his final exit 
from his council chair Nov. 4 as 
he bid farewell to his colleagues 
and constituents. 

Personal reasons, he said 
back in September and again 
this month, prevented him from 
continuing in the capacity of 
what others have labeled their 
most “admired” public figure. 

“What more can I say but 
thanks for giving me the oppor¬ 
tunity to serve all these years,” 
he modestly told the audience 
during his last public speech. 
“It’s an honor to have been here 
in this seat all these years.” 

An honor for him but good for¬ 
tune for citizens who depended 
on his continued and embittered 
fight for truth and justice within 
the walls of city hall. 

He may not have been popu¬ 
lar among the status quo or city 
officials, he admits, but he ven¬ 
tured forth with his own unique 
kind of politics-and usually won 
the respect, if not the approval, 
of those he was up against. 

Calling himself the “people’s 
politician”. Raspberry man¬ 
aged to mesh his political phi¬ 


losophy and his concern for the 
underdog into a neatly polished 
package, and one that usually 
raised the ire, if not the political 
angst, of his opponents. 

Attributing his political phi¬ 
losophy to his earlier years 
while a student studying Negro 
history in Alabama, which he 
claims gave him a solid back¬ 
ground on “my people”. Rasp¬ 
berry soon found his concerns 
more universal and more re¬ 
fined. 

“I don’t perceive myself as a 
person who believes in promot¬ 
ing civil rights,” he said. “Why 
should we have civil rights-we 
should be looking toward hu¬ 
man rights, that’s what this is 
all about.” 

“I like to work for the under¬ 
dog and I’ve always been that 
way,” he added. 

Perhaps too much so for his 
own good, he admits, when the 
records are pulled and the votes 
tallied on all the city officials 
who rallied around Raspberry 
during one of his filibuster 
speeches at a council meeting. 

The truth, when examined, is 
that he was not the most popular 
member, he admits, but where 
he lacked support from his col¬ 
leagues, he usually made up for 
it two-fold in the gratitude exhi¬ 
bited by his constituents. 

There was the proposal to 
reassess city property that 
angered Raspberry and ex¬ 
asperated others over his vehe¬ 
ment opposition, the crusade to 
straighten out the water and 
sewer debt that had that depart¬ 
ment- up in arms over his in¬ 
tervention and lately, his stance 
against the official support of 
a Romulus police officer 
charged with manslaughter. 

He was, in his own words, 
much like a “fox in a chicken 
coop” during most of his tenure 
on the council. 

But Romulus folks are coun¬ 
try people and many appreci¬ 
ated the hard-nosed, back- 
country way Raspberry hand¬ 
led things. 

“He was not one to throw flow¬ 


ers of praise on himself,” Julia 
Carter, an admirer said recent¬ 
ly, “but you didn’t have to go far 
to see the bouquets” sent his 
way from those who appreci¬ 
ated the results of his work. 

His more concrete contribu¬ 
tions can be found in the Senior 
Citizen apartment complex and 
the new post office recently 
opened, which he was in¬ 
strumental in pushing to develop¬ 
ment. 

Congressman William 
Ford said recently that Rasp¬ 
berry dedicated his career to 
public service in Romulus. 
His retirement, he added, will 
leave a very large hole to be 
filled in city government. 

“During one of the longest, 
uninterrupted terms of office 
in the state as a member of 
city council, Jimmie had a 
feel for singling out the im¬ 
portant issues of the day- 
such things as toxic waste 
disposal and the need for hon¬ 
esty in government,” Ford 
commented. “His services 
will indeed be missed.” 

His political career began in 
the late 40s while campaigning 
for Charles Diggs and working 
in the United Auto Workers. 

He began what would soon be 
cultivated into his famous 
lenghty speeches at council 
meetings as a Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany union representative. His 
stay at Ford was as impressive 
as his tenure in Romulus. He 
worked at Ford’s for 32 years. 

In June 1943, Raspberry 
moved to Romulus. Twelve 
years later, he would find him- 
self a constable and an 
appointed police officer for the 
then Romulus Township in 1955. 

That pattern would be repe¬ 
ated again and again in 1957, 
1959, and. in 1961, as a Romulus 
Township Trustee, a position he 
held until the township became 
a city in 1970. 

He was elected a city council 
chairperson in 1970 and served 
consecutive terms from then 
until 1985 with the exception of 


1973-75 during which he was de¬ 
feated in his only loss at the 
polls. 

That would make him, 
according to the records, the 
longest serving public official in 
the history of the township and 
the city. 

Another long-time member of 
the council and one who easily 
associates the earlier days with 
Raspberry, Fred Junior Block, 
recently commented that it was 
Raspberry who imparted a lot 
of the information to the council 
that they needed when first 
starting out as a city. 

“He had something that he 
gave to the council and the peo- 
ple-he’s been controversial but 
he did a good job championing 
for them,” said Block. 

Adding that they didn’t al¬ 
ways agree, a feature common 
to many of Raspberry’s coUea- 
ques. Block said it wasn’t al¬ 
ways important to agree, after- 
all, “we’re not there for each 
other, we’re there for the 
people.” 

And in true to style, Raspber¬ 
ry continued to “disagree” with 
many of the items and proposals 
on the council agenda that he 
felt didn’t “best represent” the 
people. 

What he’ll miss most, he said, 
is the constant voice and deci¬ 
sion-rendering he’s made over 
the last 30 years. 

“1 can only hope that the cur¬ 
rent council feels as I do that it’s 
a privilege to serve the people,” 
he said. “To be cognizant at all 
times in looking after the in¬ 
terests of the people in making 
decisions is important.” 

“I hate to see Jimmie retire- 
he’s been the watchdog for the 
city since he’s been there,” for- 
mer State Rep. Edward 
Mahalek said recently. 

Mahalek, recently retired due 
to poor health, said Raspberry 
was “well-versed” on the city 
charter and in general, a quality 
that he said was important in 
the earlier days of the newborn 
city. 

“I just know that there is no¬ 
body to replace him,” Mahalek 
added. 

Raspberry was well-versed in 
the city charter and in the attor¬ 
ney general rulings, a feature 
that many council members 
laugh about now but exhibited 
little patience with his frequent 
digressions and his “point of in¬ 
terests” taken from Robert’s 
Rules of Order. 

The council, he says in de¬ 
fense of himself, has to change 
its ways and become more ac¬ 
tive in city dealings. 

“When you’ve got a body of 
seven people and you never see 
then until the night of the meet¬ 
ing, it’s hard to communicate. 
They are intelligent people but I 
don’t know if they understand 
the reasons why they are (on the 
council),” Raspberry said. 

He promises he’ll still be 
around-around his familiar 
house in Romulus, around city 
hall and especially around the 
council chambers, only this 
time it will be on the other side 
of the table, as an observer, a 
critic and a staunch supporter 
of the city. 

Citizens may, he alluded, see 
him around during the next 
election if retirement doesn’t 
suit him in the next two years.

Coordinated through 
schools, the police department 
and the courts, the program 
offers youths an opportunity to 
talk out their problems in a 
less-structured atmosphere. 

Participants will be screened 
and once selected, will receive 
regular appointments with a 
volunteer. Swimming, ice skat¬ 
ing and other activities are en¬ 
couraged as a way of “break¬ 
ing the ice” and steering away 
from drugs. 

The program, while strictly 
voluntary, allows participants 
an alternative to the criminal 
justice system, a “diversion¬ 
ary tactic” designed to avoid 
incarceration. 

The idea, begun out of a rec¬ 
ognition that Romulus youths 


are not being helped when in¬ 
carcerated, looks to the ques¬ 
tion of what should be done be¬ 
fore incarceration takes place, 
according to LeDuc. 

“There is a fair amount of 
juvenile delinquency in this 
city,” she said. “What are we 
going to do about these kids- 
?”she asked.

It has come to our attention that we’ve 
been extremely remiss in failing to address 
a momentous occasion that occurred recent¬ 
ly in Romulus-the departure, after almost 
three decades, of a noted and respected 
politician, Jimmie Raspberry. 

At first we thought we would wait until we 
could gather more information on the gentle¬ 
man and scholar, after all, it takes a while to 
accumulate all the facts available after 
some 30 years in the political arena. 

But recently, we were reminded of our 
failings by the numerous phone calls, com¬ 
ments and letters we received regarding the 
lack of fanfare over Raspberry’s retire¬ 
ment. 

A political synopsis of this man’s career 
could take days. Suffice it to say that an all- 
emcompassing view of his political philoso¬ 
phy could render even scholars speechless 
for Raspberry operated within his own 
realm of reason and fairness. 

He was an independent operator, a rebel 
with a cause (always with a cause) who took 
no offense at offending even his colleagues 
or the mayor if he felt their stance was out of 
order on an issue. 

As one colleague and longtime political 
ally said, “there is nobody to replace him” 
now that he has left his home away from 
home. 

Raspberry began his political career in 
Detroit and he brought with him the vigor 
and political prowess to succeed for the last 
thirty years in Romulus. 

What started as a novice interest in poli¬ 
tics soon blossomed into political savvy, 
enough to grant him access to conversations 
with some of the most difficult men and 
women in the state. 

These associations, in turn, led to some of 
the more concrete examples of his work-the 
Senior Citizen Towers and the Carl Morris 
Post Office. 

And while his time-honored tradition of 
taking time out of a council meeting to im¬ 
part what he felt was a bit of vital informa¬ 
tion may have caused a few heads to shake in 
disapproval, his extravagances were al¬ 
ways excused-perhaps because he usually 
proved to be the most well-read and learned 
member of the group. 


Raspberry had his political opponents, 
some of whom sat with him on the council. 
Regardless of the tongue-lashings and the 
sometimes insipid remarks tossed among 
council members, his major concern was al¬ 
ways with what was in the best interests of 
the people for whom he so laboriously 
served. 

He has been labeled a champion for the 
people and has often described himself as a 
fighter for “the underdog.” 

Few would argue with these definitions 
and even fewer could find his replacement. 

What he lost in support from his colleagues 
he made up for in the adoration of his fans, 
and that is exactly what they were, fans. 

Raspberry ruled over the city like Elvis 
Presley over rock and roll—he had style and 
conviction- a combination lethal for those 
unaccustomed to his manner. His integrity 
was enough to lend credence to almost any¬ 
thing he did and grant him the respect that 
his constituents learned to give. 

What the mayors said or did created news, 
but what Jimmie Raspberry said instilled a 
sense of relief and security for those who 
knew that he was out there fighting for them 
and not himself. 

He had other enemies too, as one often 
does when adhering to a maverick political 
stance such as his—an independent who 
offered no promises that he couldn’t keep. 

But he kept his unspoken promise to 
search for justice amid the political 
meanderings of others and the rhetoric so 
often associated with his line of work. 

His voice will be missed but one can only 
look to the past to discern the possibility that 
the voice wiU not be stilled. 

Not as long as the possibility exists that the 
council fails to follow the city charter or fails 
to adhere to Robert’s Rules of Order. Not as 
long as there is even the slightest possibility 
that some infringement of human rights has 
occurred will his predictable “point of 
order” request be silenced. 

Raspberry has lived too long in Romulus 
and too long with politics to remain quiet for 
long, quite possibly to the chagrin of those 
officials who thought they had rid them¬ 
selves of their “fox in a chicken coop.”

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A considered response 



One of the more agonizing decisions we all 
must face at some time or another, is how to 
respond in a less than pleasant situation. We 
must carefully choose our responses to cri¬ 
tics, antagonists, and to those who inten¬ 
tionally or unintentionally cause us pain. 

The Bible speaks of “turning the other 
cheek,” to one’s enemies. To do so, however, 
is easier said then done for most of us mor¬ 
tals. 

There are many who would provoke a con¬ 
frontation in order to entrap their perceived 
opponent into the quagmire of a “lose-lose” 
situation. In so doing, they hope to precipi¬ 
tate a “win-win” for their own interests or 
cause at the expense of another. 

People often think newspapers and the 
“media’’ are the only propagators of 
damaging misinformation. 

You’ve all heard the “old saw” that news¬ 
papers print a story on the front page, but if 
and when an error in fact is discovered, the 
correction is buried in the last section. Such 
supporting arguments against the media are 
based in truth but blind to obvious realities, 
at least to a journalist. 

I’m reminded again of past Governor 
George Romney’s comments to a Michigan 
Press Association luncheon gathering I 
attended. In his remarks, he pointed out that 
it is easy for an accusor to bombard a a high- 
profile target, in Romney’s case a politician, 
with a burst of half truths. Romney sug¬ 
gested that critics revel in aiming their fac¬ 
toids at their target knowing that the occa¬ 
sion they have chosen, such as a press con¬ 
ference, does not allow the intended victim 
to respond adequately to the assault. It’s cal¬ 
led premeditation. 

What we must grasp when it happens to us, 
is what is actually occurring. When we “fall 
for it,” and get caught up in the game others 
try to play at our expense, we help make 
ourselves out to be fools, which is their in¬ 
tent. 

If, as an example I telephone you to say “I 
have two or three questions and concerns ... 
may we discuss them?” Then most likely a 
reasonably intelligent exchange will follow. 

We would no doubt have a give-and-take 
conversation, hopefully with both partici¬ 
pants listening and learning, ... expresssing 
a point of view . . . but each open to the 


thoughts and ideas of the other. The goal of 
the interplay would no doubt be to seek truth 
and light and not to score on the opponent. 

On the other hand, if I called you, took an 
antagonistic tack, fired in machine gun 
fashion a barrage of questions, said I wanted 
your response, but then immediately in¬ 
formed you that “I don’t have time to talk to 
you right now,” what you should give me is 
polite listening, a firm resolve and no argu¬ 
ments. 

For to let the conversation degenerate 
would only cause the situation to fester into 
an even worse situation. 

Where then, do we draw the line when 
those who wish us harm take liberty with the 
truth . . . .when others, by spoken word, 
perhaps in a letter, in print, or even over the 
air waves, intentionally attempt to misrep¬ 
resent the truth? 

Westland Mayor Charles Pickering has 
been quoted as saying that he believes by not 
responding to false accusations from his 
political opponents he lost the recent elec¬ 
tion. Is that true, or is he himself induging in 
mistruths by implying that there were false 
charges against him? 

What happens when we are the victim of 
attacks by others? We’re all familiar with 
such sayings as, “don’t get mad, get even,” 
or, “what goes around, comes around”. How 
does Christain culture and teaching inter¬ 
face with such vindictiveness and with our 
own resultant feelings as a victim? 

I confess that we in this business are faced 
with such dilemmas on a routine basis. We 
are verbally assaulted in person and on the 
telephone, through the mail, and even on 
occasion by less-than-reputable competing 
publications with little to lose and a great 
deal to win by cooking up a farcial confronta¬ 
tion.

Ficano: Budget cuts are unfair 

—^——--- arwpfsts. Most Dolice depart- 

Sheriff doesn’t rule out 
high political intentions

The budget ax began chop¬ 
ping again in the past few 
weeks, this time with its aim to¬ 
ward programs administered 
by Wayne County. County Ex¬ 
ecutive William Lucas finalized 
his budget for the coming fiscal 
year with sharp reductions 
slated for many county services 
and a big chunk of funding 
slashed in the sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment. But, the ax wUl not fall 
and the programs will not be cut 
until the sheriff’s department 
can amass an agressive fight, or 
so is the word from the depart¬ 
ment’s head, Wayne County 
Sheriff Robert Ficano. 

If the budget is passed in its 
present form, the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment would face the eli¬ 
mination of two special patrol 
units and a cutback in the num¬ 
ber of officers patrolling the 
county parks, according to 
Ficano. 

With the reduction in special 
crime units would also come a 
reduction in personnel, a breach 
of contract by the county with 
the deputies’ union, accor^g to 
Ficano. This staff reduction, 
Ficano feels, would open the 
doors to a lawsuit against the 
county and give county law en¬ 
forcement employees solid 
grounds to base their case. 


The governmental ax began 
chopping many county prog¬ 
rams and departmental 
budgets this year as a result of 
the loss of some $2 million in 
federal revenue sharing to the 
county, a loss of more than $7 
million being paid out by the 
county due for judgement set¬ 
tlements after two major court 
battles ended in defeat, and 
rises in employee wages, be¬ 
nefits and overall operations. 
Lucas proposed a $204 million 
budget for ficsal year 1986, be¬ 
ginning Dec. 1,1985, marking a 5 
percent increase in county ex¬ 
penditures. 

One department heavily hit 
by the budget ax was the county 
sheriff’s department. If the 
budget is adopted, the felony 
warrant squad and O.U.I.L. 
squads would be nixed and de¬ 
puty manpower in the county 
parks would fall from 41 officers 
to 10. 

The felony warrant squad is 
used to track suspects who fail 
to appear for an arraignment, 
escape or jump bond. The prog¬ 
ram costs the county $328,000 to 
operate annually and serves all 


cities within the county and 
works in conjunction with the 
City of Detroit. 

“This year if that squad is eli¬ 
minated that would be 750 less 


arrests. Most police depart- 
meitts dcm’t have anyone to go 
out and pursue someone. It’s 
probably one of the most impor¬ 
tant services in the sheriff’s 
office,” said Ficano of the war¬ 
rant squad. 

A second program in the sher¬ 
iff’s department slated to die if 
the current ^budget is passed is 
the O.U.I.L. squad. 'The prog-

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Lucas: Budget worries already corrected

It is a rare occurrence, in¬ 
deed, when a political issue is 
decisive enough that it brings 
both Democrat and Republican 
alike onto the same side of the 
fence. Apparently, however, 
that seems to be the case with 
regard to the question of who is 
going to patrol the ever- 
popular county park land along 
Edward Hines Drive. 

A seeming rift between 
Democrats on the Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Board of Commissioners and 
Wayne County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Lucas, who abandoned 
that party in hopes of a more 
powerful future with the Re¬ 
publican slate, has quietly been 
put to rest by the effervescent 
leader of one of the country’s 
most populus counties. 

While several powerful 
Democrats in western Wayne 
County assailed an original 
budget proposal by Lucas for 
the 1986 fiscal year that would 
have decreased county patrols 
in the park, Lucas said late last 
week that the proposal has 
since been changed to one that 
will keep patrol levels at the 
current rate. 

Chief among the Democratic 
forces objecting to the original 
budget plan was County Com¬ 
missioner Kay Beard and Sher¬ 
iff Robert Ficano. 

In explaining the situation 
that caused the uproar, Lucas 
admitted that a preliminary 
proposal submitted before the 
Board of Commissioners con¬ 
tained cutbacks that would 
have lopped 21 of the 31 full¬ 
time deputies from the park

patrol. Lucas explained, 
however, that when the matter 
was brought to his attention it 
was “immediately changed to 
ensure adequate patrols in the 
area. 

“We don’t want to decrease 
the level of patrols in the park 
at all,” Lucas explained. 
“While the first budget propos¬ 
al did call for those cutbacks, 
the commissioners brought the 
matter to my attention and the

necessary changes were made. 
It was simply a matter of rear¬ 
ranging priorities.” 

The 17.5-mile stretch of park¬ 
way extends from Dearborn to 
Northville and includes part of 
Westland and the Plymouth- 
Canton area. According to a re¬ 
lease from Beard, the original 
budget proposal from Lucas 
chopped $1.3 million from the 
park’s monetary allocation. 

Lucas commended the board 
on its attentiveness to detail

The program. Operating Under the Influence of Li¬ 
quor Squad, is responsible for the arrest and convic¬ 
tion of drunken and intoxicated drivers on county 
roads, according to Ricano. The $360,000-a-year 
program uses six county officers trained in spotting 
intoxicated drivers. 

The sheriff points to figures showing more than 600 
arrests each year as a result of the squad in validating 
the program’s existence. 

“All this squad does is go out and pick up drunk 
drivers,” reported Ficano. “They average 50 arrests 
per month. What’s interesting is that Wayne County 
last year was the only county in the state where alco- 
hol-realted deaths went down.” 

Also scheduled for a sharp reduction is the county 
park patrol which is responsible for law enforcement 
in county parks such as Edward Hines and the Lower 
Rouge parks. Ficano, once again, feels that past per¬ 
formance of the program should stand alone in the 
decision to keep or cut the park program. 

Currently, 31 full-time park officers are assigned to 
the parks with 10 additional manpower units used in 
the summer months. With the new budget intact, the 
number of full-time officers would be cut to 10. 

“What will happen is that we won’t even be able to 
guarantee a car per shift. We’ve pushed out the narco¬ 
tics and the underdesireables. We’re starting to bring 
the families back to the parks, ’ ’said Ficano in his plea 
to keep the park patrol. 

Also questionable if the budget is approved is the 
continuance of a winter program in the parks. 

Although his greatest resource in defending the 
three programs of his office are past records and 
what he calls safety to citizens, Ficano also indicates 
that cutting funds to the programs and reducing per¬ 
sonnel would be against the current contract for the 
county deputies. 

The deputy union at their last bargaining talks 
agreed to wage concessions in exchange for a provi¬ 
sion that staffing at the sheriff’s department would 
not be cut. 

“What is ironic about these two units is that all of 
these were provided as a result of concessions. The 
deputies gave up cost of living allowances and holi¬ 
days. If they don’t fund (these programs), what 
they’re doing is inviting a lawsuit,” remarked 
Ficano. 

Nevertheless, a revised ver- 
Sion of the county budget ha.s 
been approved by the commis¬ 
sioners and is now headed to Lu¬ 
cas’s office. The county execu¬ 
tive, under the charter, has the 
power to veto the entire propos¬ 
al, veto specific items by using a 
“line item veto” or not act. If 
Lucas does not act on the mea¬ 
sure, the budget will be adopted. 

However, current opinion by 
many top officials in the county 
is that the budget battle is not 
over. 

“I think Lucas is going to veto 
it,” said Ficano. 

The county sheriff indicated 
that he will continue his fight to 
secure more funding for the 
sheriff’s department with 
added hints that a fight for the 
county executive’s position is 
also beginning. Ficano could not 
confirm reports that he is seek¬ 
ing the top seat in the county but 
he also could not rule out the 
possibility. 

“I guess we would seriously 
take a look at it,” said Ficano of 
the possibility of running for 
county executive. “It would be 
pre-mature to say at this time.”

and added that he believes 
“there should be no reduction 
in staff.” 

“The security of our parks is 
vital in order to let our citizens 
take full advantage of the faci¬ 
lities,” he continued. “I real¬ 
ized that the proposed budget 
would not leave the patrol of 
the parks at a sufficiently high 
level, so corrections were 
made.” 

Lucas pointed to his history 


of defending the Hines Park 
patrol, and cited an incident in 
1981 that brought attention to 
the plight of Hines Park. 

In that incident, Lucas 
ignored the board’s decision to 
eliminate the Hines Park pat¬ 
rol and instead organized a 
volunteer patrol when the com¬ 
missioners cut off funding. The 
face-off brought national atten¬ 
tion to the problems of Wayne 
County and caused one city - 


Dearborn Heights - to close its 
portion of the park until the 
matter could be settled. 

As for the future of William 
Lucas? He isn’t saying any¬ 
thing until at least 1986, though 
he admitted that recent visits 
to outlying areas of the state 
were designed to “give others a 
chance to look at me and know 
who I am in case I do decide to 
seek higher office at sometime 
in the future.”

Make your holiday foods look specM 


By CHEF LARRY JANES 
There are many simple ways to 
make food look more attractive. A 
small amount of contrasting color, 
for instance, seems to make food 
come alive. Perhaps the best known 
example of this is the ubiquitous 
sprig of parsley. This perky bit of 
bright green adds interest to veget¬ 
ables, meat, salads and fruits. Pars¬ 
ley is a wonderful garhish; not only 
is it pretty but it is also an excellent 
source of vitamins and minerals. It 
is in perfect taste to eat the parsley 
tha t 's left on yourpla te after dinner. 
Did you know that parsley also con¬ 
tains a natural breath purifier? 


Grated citrus fruits are good for 
adding color, too. Lemon rind looks 
very appealing with ANY green 
vegetable. Orange rind adds a 
cheerful look to chicken and fish. 
Lemon slices are another popular 
garnish. Make them even more col¬ 
orful by sprinkling lightly with cin¬ 
namon or paprika, or by adding a 
tiny sprig of parsley to the center. 

When you serve individual por¬ 
tions at the table, place a bed of 
shredded lettuce or spinach on large 
platters used to carry the food to the 
table. Save the green to use in a tos¬ 
sed salad. 

Crisp cut vegetables add a decora¬ 


tive touch to many foods. Radish 
roses and radish accordions are 
pretty, so are pickle fans. Unpeeled 
cucumbers and zucchini that have 
been scored with a form and then 
sliced make gorgeous additions. 

To make carrot curls, pare a large 
carrot with a vegetable peeler. Cut 
paper thin strips lengthwise. Roll 
each strip tightly. Secure with a bit 
of toothpick or paper clip, then place 
in iced water for 30 minutes, remove 
picks and clips before serving. 

Ditto with celery strips. 

To make radish roses, invest 79 
cents in a plastic rosette maker that 


can be purchased at many stores 
around town. 

To make radish accordions and 
pickle fans, cut crosswise in thin 
strips almost to the end. Chill 
radishes on ice for one hour, spread 
pickle fans out gently using fingers. 

For best results, use the sharpest 
knife around! 

To make fluted mushrooms caps, 
hold a sharp paring knife in one hand 
with the mushroom cap in the other. 
At the center of the cap, pull knife to 
the bottom of the cap while slowly 
twisting cap with the other hand. Re¬ 
peat all around the mushroom.

Gingerbread 

Housemaking 

GINGERBREAD 

1/2 cup solid white vegetable 
shortening 

1 cup molasses 
1/4 cup warm water 

4 cups all purpose flour 
1/8 cup sugar 
1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
11/2 teaspoon baking powder 

2 teaspoons ground pepper 

2 teaspoons ground ginger 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

Melt shortening, then add molas¬ 
ses and warm water. Mix in dry ing¬ 
redients Until smooth, chill several 
hours. Roll out dough in small 
amounts. Cut out pattern and trans¬ 
fer to a cookie sheet lined with 
parchment paper. Make sure pat¬ 
tern cuts are straight when transfer¬ 
ring. Bake at 350 degrees for 10 mi¬ 
nutes or until golden brown. Recipe 
should make one large house or 4 
small ones. Assemble house using 
royal icing. 

ROYAL ICING 

3 tablespoons meringue powder 
(available at cake/candy shops) 

1 pound powdered sugar (4 cups) 

6 tablespoons warm water 

In a mixer, combine all ingre¬ 
dients and beat for 8 minutes until 
icing forms stiff peaks. Keep icing 
stored in an airtight container. 
Needs no refrigeration. It dries out 
quickly so do not leave exposed to 
air. Keep decorator tip on a damp 
towel to prevent hardening of tip. 

Assembling The 
Gingerbread House: 

1. ) Bake each piece, making sure 
that windows, doors, etc. are all cut 
out BEFORE baking. 

2. ) Cool baked pieces in a flat sur¬ 
face. 

3. ) With a pastry tube and royal ic¬ 
ing, frost or decorate each piece as 
you desire. The icing hardens fast, 
so have any candies needed to deco¬ 
rate on hand and ready to go. 



Bonding both 
edges with royal icing makes for bet¬ 
ter fit. 

6.) Put end and side pieces into piped 


lines on the base, making sure the 
sides are touching. Hold for a minute 
until they feel '"seV\

8. ) Pipe icing on the upper edges of 
the ends and one side wall. (Half the 
house) Put one roof piece in, making 
sure it is set before letting go. 

9. ) If you have a heavily decorated 
roof, use extra time and holding pat¬ 
terns to make sure it is ''seV\ Do not 
rush this step. 

10. ) Repeat the process form Step 8, 
using the other side of the roof. 
AGAIN. DO NOT RUSH. 

11. ) Pipe all edges to cover the 
seams. Licorice can be used cover 
for some added detail.

1 pound dipping chocoiate 
fondant (recipe foilows) 

110 oz. jar maraschino cherries with 
stems, drained.

2. ) Melt chocolate on top of double 
boiler to prevent scorching. 

3. ) Cover wire rack with waxed pap¬ 
er. Place cherries on paper towels.

Try making these ‘bread dough’ ornaments 


The bakers clay and snow¬ 
flake clay are arts and crafts 
type workable clays. They 
can be made up ahead of 
time and if kept in an airtight 
container, will last almost 
indefinitely. Clay can be col¬ 
ored with food coloring be¬ 
fore baking or painted with 
tempras after baking. I use 
these recipes for making 
“long-lasting” gingerbread 
houses (inedible) and for 
making small gingerbread 
houses that can be hung on 
the tree! 


Bakers Clay 

4 cups sifted flour 
1 cup salt 
1 3/4 cups water 

Combine flour and salt together, 
add water until a soft dough forms. 
Form into free form shapes, bake at 
225 degrees for 1 1/2 hours or until 
ornament is firm. 

Chef’s suggestion: Use parchment 
paper for easy removal! 


Marzipan 

(Makes about 32 at 1/2 ounce each) 

1 package almond paste 

2 cups powdered sugar 

4 teaspoons Karo syrup (lite) 

1/2 teaspoon vanilla 
1 egg white, slightly beaten 
Crumble almond paste into a 
bowl, add Karo syrup, sugar and 
vanilla. Gradually add the egg white 
until dough reaches the consistency 
of heavy pie dough. Use cornstarch 
while kneading. Once dough is 
made, it can be tinted different col¬ 
ors using PASTE food color and can 
be made into your own designs, or as 
it should be made, into small fruits. 
Remember to store in an airtight 
container to preserve softness.
